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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Freedom: 

During  the  school  year  1954-55  the  teachers  in 
the  Freedom  School  were  Mrs.  Ethel  Ramsdell,  grades 
1-4,  and  Mr.  Edmund  Weston,  grades  5-8.  For  the 
current  year  Mrs.  Ramsdell  is  continuing  with  the 
same  grades.  Mr.  Weston  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  F. 
Edward  Hooper  of  Revere,  Mass.,  who  is  a  graduate 
of  Boston  University  and  has  had  graduate  courses 
at  Boston  University  and  the  Harvard  Graduate  School 
of  Education. 

Last  year  the  total  enrollment  in  the  Freedom 
School  was  44,  with  an  average  daily  membership  of 
42.  In  September,  1955  there  were  40  pupils  enrolled 
with  two  in  the  eighth  grade.  At  Kennett  High  School 
there  were  11  pupils  enrolled,  and  two  at  Fryeburg 
Academy.  During  the  current  year  there  are  14  at 
Kennett  High  School,  2  at  Fryeburg  Academy,  and  1 
at  Porter  High  School,  a  total  of  17.  Of  these  four 
are  seniors.  Tuition  for  the  current  year  is  S290.00, 
and  for  next  year  will  be  $305.00  per  pupil. 

Mrs.  Amy  Brown,  R.  N.  was  school  nurse  during 
1954-55.  At  the  beginning  of  the  current  year  Free- 
dom joined  with  Madison,  Effingham,  Brookneld,  and 
Wakefield  to  employ  as  school  nurse  Mrs.  Rebecca 
Sanborn,  R.  N.,  of  Effingham.  Mrs.  Sanborn  has 
served  in  this  capacity  in  Brookfield  and  Wakefield 
during  the  past  two  years.  During  the  spring  the 
Salk  Polio  Vaccine  was  made  available  to  children  in 
the  first  two  grades,  and  two  innoculations  were  given. 
In  November,  last,  .innoculations  were  made  available 
to  all  children  to,  and  including,  age  fifteen.  A  second 
innoculation  for  this  group  is  scheduled  in  the  near 
future.     This    has   been    organized    and   administered 
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through  the  cooperation  of  the  State  Department  of 
Health,  local  physicians,  and  the  school  nurse. 

The  Physical  education  and  recreation  program 
instituted  last  year  for  the  upper  grades  is  being  con- 
tinued by  Mr.  Hooper.  The  Christmas  program,  given 
for  the  first  time  this  year,  at  the  County  Home  by 
the  Freedom  School  pupils  was  very  much  appreciated 
and  brought  many  favorable  comments. 

With  the  purchase  of  new  movable  desks  and 
chairs  last  year  for  the  upper  grades  the  building  is 
now  completely  equipped  with  this  type  of  furniture. 
These  are  much  more  comfortable  for  the  pupils  and 
are  more  adaptable  to  a  variety  of  use.  The  floors 
in  both  rooms  have  been  sanded  and  sealed. 

For  some  years  this  annual  report  has  made  note 
of  the  critical  shortage  of  teachers.  This  situation 
continues  to  grow  more  serious.  Competent  young 
men  and  women  should  be  urged  to  enter  college  and 
prepare  for  teaching.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

Since  my  services  as  your  school  nurse  began  in 
September,  I  have  no  report  to  make  for  1954-55.  How- 
ever, I  should  like  to  say  that  the  children  in  first  and 
second  grades  who  received  their  first  polomyelitis  vac- 
cine (Salk)  at  a  central  clinic  held  at  Wolfeboro  May 
2o,  1J55,  received  their  second  vaccine  at  a  clinic  held 
at  Center  Ossipee  on  November  16,  1955. 

Two  gaps  are  being  closed  up  as  the  health  pro- 
gram changes  from  a  corrective  -  remedial  to  the  much 
talked  of  postive  -  preventive  type.  The  first  gap  being 
reduced  by  the  frequent  medical  examination  at  which 
time  possible  defects  are  discovered,  also  the  physician 
often  finds  these  defects  before  they  cause  symptons 
obvious  to  those  less  well  trained.  The  child  and  his 
parents  can  be  given  early  and  constructive  suggestions 
concerning  growth  and  development.  This  is  an  actual 
"health"  seivice,  not  just  merely  a  remedial  one  after 
damage  has  been  done.  The  second  gap  between  the 
time  the  abnormal  condition  becomes  knovv^n  and  some- 
thing is  done  about  it  is  also  being  closed. 

The  school  health  services  do  not  aim  at  taking 
over  parental  and  family  physician  responsibilities  but 
at  supplementing  and  complimenting  them.  The  nur- 
ses duties  may  perhaps  be  divided  into  three  groups; 
her  work  with  individual  children  at  the  schools,  her 
work  with  individual  parents  at  the  homes  and  her 
work  as  an  assistant  to  the  doctor  and  teacher  in  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  health.  This  program  must  be  cus- 
tom made  for  each  community  with  maximum  conside- 
ration given  to  the  individual  and  wisest  utilization  of 
time  in  terms  of  priority  needs. 

Looking  to  the  future  the  individual  who  as  a 
child  has  absorbed  a  positive  attitude  toward  health 
will  be  protected  against  the  unreasoning  fear  of  illness

Hearing  tests  were  completed  by  using  the  Maico 
machine.  42  children  had  their  vision  tested.  Any  de- 
fects were  reported  to  the  parents  for  early  correction. 

4  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  reported  to  the 
school  nurse. 

4  children  attended  the  April  Orthopedic  Clinic  in 
Center  Ossipee. 

The  spring  heights  and  weights  were  recorded  on  the 
individual  health  records. 

On  May  25,  1955 — 7  children  were  transported  to 
Wolfeboro  to  receive  their  first  inoculation   of   Salk 
vaccine  for  the  prevention  of  Poliomyelitis.
